“MOMPETITION in the retail 

C furnishing trade is in dan- 

ger of running riot. Every 

week this newspaper publishes 

news of a dozen or more new 

furnishing shops being opened in 
different parts of the country. 

Some interesting figures have 
just been published in a_ book 
called “ Retail Trading in Britain, 
1850-1950.” It is claimed that in 
1910 there were only nine 
multiple retail furnishing firms 
and they had a total of 128 
branches. In 1920 there were 
twelve firms with 196 branches; 
by 1930 we had 24 firms with 431 
branches; and in 1950, 836 
branches owned by 22 firms 

The figure for 1954 will be 
much higher for it would be safe 
to say that at least two or three 
hundred more furnishing shops 
have been opened during the last 
four years. 

The figure for 1930 is interest- 
ing for whereas 28 firms then had 
431 branches, we believe that the 
number of furnishing _ stores 
owned by the George Hopkinson 
group alone is now nearly 450 


*&%* One of the most significant 


| features of the last year or two 


has been the rapid growth of 
smaller multiple firms particu- 
larly, in the North of England, 


| and’ a comparatively small num- 


ber of these multiples now control 
a total of retail outlets consider- 
ably in excess of G.US. 

Can all these shops pay their 
way? On the face of it, it would 
seem improbable; yet, on the 
other hand, the plethora of new 
branches are being opened by 
some of the shrewdest and most 


| astute business groups who must 


weigh up very carefully the trad- 


| ing prospects of a district before 


they open new premises. 

x% The writer of the book we 
have mentioned is most concerned 
with the great number of retail 


stores in the furnishing trade. He 
contends that the demand for 
furniture alone is not sufficient to 
maintain a branch specialising in 
furniture and furnishings as such 
in some districts, and that there 
will undoubtedly be a_ trend 
towards the stocking by multiple 
shop branches of a wider range 
of products. 


We ourselves think this is 
doubtful. Radio, television and 
washing machines—yes; but we 
cannot foreshadow a movement 
towards furnishing shops opening 
departments for goods such as 
frocks and shoes which are totally 
unallied to the shops’ original 
merchandise. 

*% And where will it all end? 
We believe that in the not too 
distant future, a halt will have to 
be called to the expansion by the 
big groups of their retail distribu- 
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tion points, but in the meantime 
it would seem that the smaller 
independent retailer may suffer. 
There is only a certain demand 
for furniture; it does not increase 
just because hundreds of new 
stores are opened. Therefore 
consumer purchases must be 
spread over a wider number of 
shops, and competition (which is 
usually healthy) for the public’s 
orders must be intensified to such 
a pitch that it may become 
unhealthy. 

The writer we have quoted sees 
the salvation for the smaller 
retailer in the growth of branding 
by manufacturers. This indeed 
may be so, for a branded article 
is the same wherever it is bought 
and the multiples have little 
advantage except, perhaps, in the 
matter of terms.

“Small Men Must Do 
As Told” 


Sik,—Whilst meetings of the Bed- 
ding Federation Sections are taking 
place it is distressing to see such head- 
lines in the trade papers. 

It is natural perhaps at this time 
when controversial subjects are being 
discussed by the Bedding Federation, 
that editorial matter and comment

should be considerable. All this tries 
to give a clear and unbiased view of 
the position, so that each can see 
everyone’s point of view 

In considering these problems of a 

closed shop” for bedding and insist- 
ence that all members of the Bedding 
Federation make B.S.I. bedding, we 
hope that the Bedding Federation 
Executive are doing wisely. 

The big manufacturers with their 
national advertising are in a happier 
position than the little men. They 
can ensure by this advertising a certain 
demand for their products and they 
can insist that retailers take bedding 
made to specification, whether they 
buy to their own high specification or 
to the minimum one as laid down by 
the B.S.I They could have one 
factory licensed to make B.S.I. goods; 
one factory making dubious rubbish 
without labels which is unlicensed. 
Small makers cannot have several 
factories in this way. 

In the case of one of the most 
famous of bedding manufacturers who 
has not joined the B.S.I., the reason 
has been that the name of the manu- 
facturer’s products are so well-known 
that to be associated with B.S.I. mini- 
mum standards are a little lowering 
Will he be thrown out of the Bedding 
Federation because he will not make 
to B.S.I. standards? 

To the little men the cost and the 
nuisance of insyection and form 
filling is great. The little man must 
sell his bedding into a shop where 
there is no demand for his bedding in 
many Retailers, knowing the 
smaller manufacturer to be renutable, 
will stick to him perhaps, and give him 
orders, but on the other hand it may 
be only because the smaller man can 
give price advantage over the big 
manufacturers because of his lower 
overheads, It may be that the shop- 
keeper may demand—when _ things 
get past this present boom period 

a mattress with springs in 
it, or cheaper in some way. If the 
smaller man refuses to make these 
how can he remain in business? We 
feel sure that someone will make the 
things that the retailer asks for, even 
if the nationally advertised firms 
refuse 

Dictation and bureaucratic compul- 
sion are foreign to the British manu- 
facturer. It seems a pity to have 
voluntary control 

Surely the recent Sprine Mattress 
Association’s decision was wise. Here 
we have had the onnortunity of seeing 
Anex;: Vono; Slumberland: Mvers;

Choice of Light Sources 
The colour-rendering properties of 
light are, indeed, far more 
important inside most shops than in 
the windows, for it is there that custo 
mers appraise the goods closely, and 
do not rely upon the general effect as 
seen in the window. The suitability of 
a lamp for lighting merchandise 
depends not only on the colour render 
ing properties of the light but also on 
the degree of sparkle, sheen or high 
lighting it produces. 

The best types of light sources for 
furniture shops, continued Mr. Tate, 
were filament alone or combined with 
‘de luxe warm white” fluorescent on 
polished wood ‘ Colour-matching ” 
fluorescent with some filament were 
best for soft furnishings and carpets 
These suggestions were based partly 
on tests made by the E.L.M.A, Light- 
ing Jureau, and partly on the 
experience of individual traders 
Where a mixture of colour-matching 
fluorescent and filament lamps is used, 
about equal wattages of each type of 
lamp should be installed.

Dark Ceilings 

It is becoming quite common to 
find which the ceiling is 
deliberately darkened to heighten the 
dramatic effect of strong down light 
ing, usually from filament lamp 
recessed in porthole or “eyeball” 
fittings. Occasionally, part of a ceiling 
may be painted or papered to match 
the , with “porthole” lighting 
picking out smal] displays of merchan 
Where, as in a basement depart 
ment of a small store, there is a low 
ceiling much intersected by beams, 
pipework and other unsightly features, 
it has been found more economical to 
paint the ceiling black or dark blue 
and to provide strong down lighting, 
usually from louvred fluorescent 
fittings mounted flush with the lower 
surface of the beams than to install a 

eiling. A further advantage of 
black ceiling technique over the 
a false ceiling is that by this 
oppressive effect caused by 
the latter is largely obviated. Some 
designers claim that darkening the 
ceiling helps to draw attention to the 
display, and this is to extent 
true It is necessary, however, to 
provide strong display lighting, 
especially on the walls, if this result 
is to be achieved.

Wall And Counter 


Deliberate lighting of wall surfaces, 
as distinct from relying on spill light 
from ceiling fittings, has been a 
marked feature of a number of shops 
in recent years. This can be achieved 
by means of fluorescent lamps moun- 
ted in hollow metal pillars standing 
clear of the wall, or behind plaques of 
opaque material on which is mounted 
merchandise which is itself usually 
spotlighted from the ceiling. The low 
level background lighting makes the 
walls softly luminous and produces a 
spacious effect. Whilst internally- 
lighted showcase counters are still 
very much used, there thas recently 
been a vogue for illuminating them by 
means of lamps suspended above. This 
has the merit that goods placed on top 
of the counter are likely to be more 
brightly lighted than those inside it, 
but careful placing of the light sources 
is necessary to avoid unpleasant 
reflections of the lamps and equipment 
in the top glass of the counter. 

Tungsten filament strip lamps are 
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the store occupies, customers stilb 
found gift-shopping very tiring. Now 
smaller items have been brought from 
every department, and are displayed 
in bays along “Christmas Gift 
Avenue.” The backs of the bays are 
decorated with outsize Christmas 
cards, featuring scenes from Dickens's 
stories.

Fittings incorporating 40 - watt 
fluorescent lamps with special filament 
ballast lamps are becoming increas- 
ingly popular in small shops, largely 
because, by this means, the initial 
installation cost of fluorescent lamps 
can be much reduced. The system has 
the further advantage that a mixture 
of light from filament and fluorescent 
lamps, generally accepted as excellent 
for the sale of most classes of goods, 
can be easily obtained. Mounting the 
ballast lamps in small reflectors or 
housings and not necessarily in the 
same fittings as the fluorescent lamps 
is a step which will obviously have to 
be made if this system is to enjoy the 
popularity it deserves. There is no 
doubt that in a small shop, where 
capital outlay is necessarily limited, 
this system has great possibilities.

The 
big question of the year becomes 
‘What shall we sell, in what quantities 
and at what prices?’” 

In those words Mr. D. R. Griffiths, 
director and secretary of the Incor 
porated Sales Managers’ Association, 
stated the problem facing manufac 
turers at the end of the first decade 
after the war. He was giving the 
opening lecture on Thursday last week 
to the F.D.C. conference on Marketing 
and Sales Management at Roffey Park 

He explained that he would have to 
generalise, and would deal with more 
specific cases in his lectures later in 
the conference, in the light of the 
members’ discussions 

Manufacturers needed a sales policy, 
he said, because it was through the 
sales policy that they would set their 
profits target. It was possible to make 
and sell furniture without 
profits target—and to “go broke”! 

“But most manufacturers who have 
invested heavily in fixed plant 
to accept such violent ups downs 
as inevitable,” he “ They 
take note of the value of their invest 
ment, of the trend of their profits, of 
the trend of profit he industry as

To this end they must plan to sell at 
predetermined prices, and in predeter 
mined volume, goods which had been 
manufactured at predetermined costs 
They must know what they intended to 
sell in order to know what they 
intended to make. 


Change Of Attitude Needed 


All other departmental policies 
production, purchasing and personnel 

must rest on the sales policy. 

These were generalisations on prin 
ciples which held good in a wholly 
competitive economy, but this had not 
existed for the past 15 years. For most 
of that time the question had not been 
“What can we sell?” but “ What 
labour and supplies can we get?” 

Although we were not yet back to 
a wholly competitive economy, it 
looked now as though one day we 
should be. That would require a 
tremendous change of attitude, of line 
of thinking, and many of 
industrialists might be incapable of 
adjusting themselves.

Research A Medicine—Not A Mystery 


HAT market research can and 
can't do was the subject of Dr. 
Henry Durant, director, Gallup Poll, 
at the F.D.C. marketing and sales 
management conference last week- 
end. 

He began by stressing what it can’t 
do. It was not, he said, a nice easy 
road to success for the manufacturer. 
It had no magic formula, but was 


simply the systematic collection of in 
formation with a detailed analysis of 


it. 

“Market research,” he _ stressed, 
“cannot sell a single piece of furni- 
ture for the manufacturer. It is no 
substitute for his staff in any 
way.” 

It could not even make the manu- 
facturer’s decisions for him All it 
could do was to supply more informa 
tion than he would otherwise have on 
which to base his decisions. If the 
relations between manufacturer 
and his market researcher were as 
they should be, the two of them would 
discuss the results in the light of the 
manufacturer’s experience 

There was no mystery at all about 
market research. Fundamentally it 
was no more than asking people a set 
of questions and counting up their 
replies. Contrary to some people’s be- 
lief it need not be expensive. 

The method was best used like 
medicine, in small doses. If there 
were any secret at all in the business 
it was to know when to take it, and 
for what diseases. 

Finding Facts 

There were many facts about fur- 
niture buying that market research 
could establish without any difficulty 
Dr. Durant instanced some _ of 
them : 

(a) Who buys furniture: is it 
the about-to-be-married, the newly 
married, or people whose farnilies are 
now growing up? How far purchases 
are replacements, how far they are 
additions to existing homes, and how 
far they are to start up a new home. 

(b) The items that have been bought 
and the cost of those items together 
with the total cost 

(c) Whether they are replacements 
they would like to make and don’t 
If so, ig it the cost, or is it lack of 
room, or what is it that prevents them 
being replaced, and similarly for 
additions to the existing home? Does, 
for instance, the fact that originally 
they bought a suite act as an obstacle 
to the buying of replacements because 
while they would like to replace a 
single item and could afford to do so, 
they cannot afford to replace a whole

suite and so do nothing because they 
don’t want to break up the existing 
suite? 

(d) The facts about payment, 
whether H.P. or cash, can be estab 
lished. Also, intentions on that point 
can be ascertained from those who in 
tend to buy furniture within the next 
year Or so. 

(e) What is the attitude of the pub- 
lic towards furniture? Are they in- 
terested in it, or is it something that 
they regard as an evil necessity on 
which they have to spend money but 
their desire is to keep the amount 
spent as low as possible? Is it mainly 
a middle-class habit to be 
with making’ the home look as nice 
as possible and hence being interested 
in what furniture is on offer, window 
shopping, etc. ?

(from previous page) 
terms of flexibility rather than flow 
First point to consider when dis 
cussing the efficiency of the sales force 
was that it was not the salesman’s 
function to give the customer exactly 
what he asked for. 

‘A clerk can do that,” said Mr 
Griffiths. “ A salesman pays his way 
justifies his cost to his company and 
to society—by making possible long 
planned production.” 


Always A Conflict 


There must always be a conflict 
between the customer’s demand for 
something new and different and 
industry's wish to secure a measure of 
stability and security by simplification 
processes which enabled 
predetermined. The salesman made 
planned flow production possible by 
convincing his customers that the 
goods he was offering were the right 
goods at the right price, produced 
after careful study of customers’ 
wants.

“Tf the customer says yes, he will 
buy these if he can have them in pink, 
when the company has decided to pro 
duce them in blue and maroon only, it 
is not the salesman’s job to get on the 
telephone to his company and 
them that he is in danger of losing 
valuable customer. It is the salesman’s 
job to convince the customer that he 
would be most unwise to waste time 


and money

Of course, there were thousands of 
o-called salesmen, wholly untrained, 
who had what they called an “ ethical 
objection” to working in that way 
rhey called it “ high-pressure selling,” 
as though it were right for the manu- 
facture to be under pressure to switch 
production schedule for the con- 
venience of customers but wrong for 
him to apply a counter pressure 
through his sales force 
No long-term planned production of 
consumer products was possible unless 
the manufacturer was competent, first, 
to anticipate trends in consumer 
fancies and developments in the distri 
butive structure, and, second, to con 
vince his customers that his decisions 


in getting the goods made 


were in their interests 

And that kind of 
eldom secured without form of 
pressure,” said the speaker “We 
don’t always call it pressure, of course 
Usually we call it ‘having faith in 
our product and transmitting to our 
customers some of our faith and 
our enthusiasm,’ ” 

To sum up, he said that if a 
company had a sales force which could 
be called a force, it could have a sales 
policy of its own. If, however, it had 
only an organisation for collecting 
orders on a more or less hit-and-miss 
basis, it must let the customers deter- 
mine its sales policy, and must frame 
its production policy accordingly

A NEW form of inverted trunking 
or conduiting to carry electric 
wires and cables has been introduced 
by British Thomson-Houston Co. 
under the name “ Invertrunking.” 
It consists basically of a one-piece 
aluminium extrusion in the form of a

Method of incorporation with a 
suspended ceiling is shown in dia- 
gram “A.” Ceiling board rests on 
lower _ flange.

However, it can also be 
mounted flush on to beams or struc 
tural ceilings, or cast in situ after a 
protective coat of bituminous paint.

For “ Flex-o-lator’”’ 


ATEST development in the intro 
duction to the British bedding 
industry of “ Flex-o-lator”—the new 
wire and cord insulator being manu 
factured by Pullman Spring-filled, Ltd 
is an application to the British 
Standards Institution for a revision of 
the filling standard when the insulator 
is incorporated.

will have no closed shop, but will 
agree to try and maintain the B.S. for 
metal spring mattresses as a gentle- 
mans’ agreement. 

This association drew up the Mat- 
a standards just as the Bedding 

Federation wrote the Bedding stand- 
ards. The B.S.I. have carried the 
standard through and published it. It 
seems an odd business when firms can 
speak so vehemently in favour of 
closed shops and compulsion of little 
members when dealing with bedding, 
yet when dealing with metal spring 
mattresses these famous firms can 
think apparently in an_ entirely 
different way ! 

Perhaps it is because the Spring 
Mattress Association’s discussions on 
the Kite-Mark and the B.S.I. have 
been a little more deliberate and care- 
ful and they have not “rushed in 
where Angels fear to tread,” or would 
it be these gentlemen have got a little 
wiser when they have seen the mess 
which the Bed ling Federation speci- 
fications have got the trade into, 

We hear a lot, in connection with 
this matter, about the fact that all 
Bedding Federation members have 
agreed to a standard scheme years ago, 
and now the intention is to enforce 
this scheme. Any bona fide manu- 
facturer would like to adhere to a well 
drawn up and reasonable standard and 
to see the trade doing so to cut out the 
rubbish, but it would also be remem- 
bered that the federation had to 
promise to introduce a _ standard 
scheme in order to save the Govern- 
ment of that day enforcing a Develop- 
ment Council upon the industry and in 
order to replace the Utility one. 

It is also noted that it is possible to 
pass this new recommendation of the 
Bedding Federation if all the members 
do not attend the general meeting next 
month. Small bedding manufacturers 
have not the time or the money to 
make trips to London for the purpose 
of attending meetings. To think that 

decision of this tremendous nature 
rests upon a show of hands amongst a 
fraction of members of the federation 
at a meeting in December—probably 
the worst possible month for travellers 

seems ludicrous. Surely the demo- 
cratic method is to have a secret vote 
by all members with the cards return- 
able to the federation accountants, as 
any other matter which is settled by 
proper English democratic methods. 

We feel certain that the real answer 
is to wait a few years until standards 
are drawn up and the performance 
tests are finalised before making such 
an irrevocable decision.
